KINGSTON A PIONEER 


Tho formation of a Chamber of Commerce 


Jn the City of Kingston will not add a new 
page in the annals of this city. Kingston 
was a pioneer in this country in what might 
be termed chamber-of-commerce 'conscious- 
ness. 


Way back in 17S3, years before the Con- 


stitution provided that our national capital 
should be a district set apart, Kingston peti- 
tioned the New York assembly to make it 
Into a separate district to be the seat of the 
national capital—the congress to be invited 
to come here to sit. 


Clear-water's History of Ulster County 


states: In 1783 when Congress was looking 
for a site for the Capital of the new Republic, 
these Dutch burghers tried to impress upon 
that body the peculiar appropriateness of 
these Kingston "Plains." They took prompt 
action in the matter loo, and were heartily 
seconded by the Legislature. They offered a 
square-mile of land within the town limits, 
which offer was conveyed to the Congress at 
Philadelphia in March, 1783 by Governor 
Clinton himself. The matter was deferred 
until the first Monday in October in connec- 
tion with similar offers from Annapolis, Md. 
and other points. In September the grant of 
land was increased to txvo-milcs square. But 
no action was taken ;il that time and the 
choice of the National Capital was finally 
bestowed elsewhere. 


The foresight and alertness of our Kings- 


ton forefathers was something for succeed- 
ing generations lo shoot at. 


According to Ihe latesl rci>ori, the Japa-

4 PRIVATE SALES TAX 


Those irtlculite liberals who oppose the talcs 


tix whenever It Is mentioned as a possible relief 
from excessive Income taxation, say nothing of 
the sales taxes imposed by labor unions — private 
ttlcs taxes, the proceeds of which arc 
used for 


private purposes, no matter liow wicked or laud- 
• blc. Their Inconsistency arises from their lack 
of positive values. They know neither riRht nor 
wrong but pursue expediencies, no matter 
how 


confusing. 
They cannut recoKni/.o that a labor 


union can be wroni: about anything, or if wrong, 
why tliey should not support it regardless of every 
other consideration, particularly the 
welfare of 


their counlry. 
Their loyally to the union often 


transcends common sense, the interests of the 
workers or of the union itself. Tor instance, any 
musician who supports the excesses and outrages 
of Caesar Petrillo is stimuIaJJng an anti-union 
mood much us the excesses of corporations in the 
1880'1 irnd 1890's resulted in 
anti-corporation 


legislation. 


Vet. the fact stands that Petriilo's private sales 


tax was approved by the War LfilKir Board on .Itine 
15, 1944. The pattern of a private sales lax. lixcd 
hy Petrillo, is now proposer! for the coal industry 
by John L. Lewis and by the telephone operators 
for the Telephone Workers Welfare i-'und. Sooner 
or later, every union in the country will be oper- 
atinc its own private lax system 
of varying 


amounts. 
What's fair for Petrillo is fair tor any- 


body. 


The War Labor Board, at first, took the po- 


sition wild regard to Pclrillo, that his sales tax 
was none of Its business "since the payments (by 
103 small companies) to he made thereunder arc 
not wage adjustments within the meaning of the 
wage stabilization program." But if the payment 
by an employer to a labor union is not wages, what 
is it? 
Is It money to support and maintain the 


union? That is a direct violation n! the Wagner 
Act. 
Is it a bribe to union ollicials? That is a 


criminal act as any bribe would be. A payment 
must have a purpose, a name. It must stand in 
Ihe books as something. 
Well, its name is sales 


tax. It is like a nefarious tax the Chinese used to 
have called likin against which the American gov- 
ernment protested often and vehemently. It is 
like the French octroi which was one of the causes 
of the French Revolution. It is a tax on the use 
of goods bv the people, on goods in transit. 


The W.L.R eventually sanctioned this system 


in its directives lo the Columbia Recording Com- 
pany and the R.C.A. -Victor Division of the Kadio 
Corporation of America. These companies were 
ordered to "endeavor lo reach an agreement rc- 
Kardinjt the amounts and the schedule of payments 
to be made by the companies." 
<-.,,John,^i:- Le"''3's proposal can bring his union 
SbO.000,000 a year, if Ihe coal business holds up 
About $;«i,OOU,qOO of that will be lost lo the Treas- 
ury of the United Slates in tax adjustments. In 
a word, not only will the United Mine Workers 
collect 560,000,000 of sales taxes but that will be 
collected to the extent of $36,000,000 in compe- 
tition with the Kovernmcnt of the United Slates 
which will have lo look elsewhere !or that amount 
of money. I do not blame John L. Lewis: 1 blame 
the War Labor Board, which once having permit- 
ted Petnllo to get away with a private sales tax 
can have no .justification for withholding that bene- 
fit from other unions. Were this same rule ap- 
K •*«'^,°£l,indusll'yi U would Rive lhe unions 
in it -$265.000.000 a year; In Ihe steel industry it. 
Sni SnSfnlS l° S16'1'000.000 a year; in aulomobiles, 
>10l,000,000 a year. 


This is no small enterprise on the part of the 


unions. It is big business, and no matler how cor- 
rectly the imions/emplov these funds, as sueh labor 
leaders as John L. Lewis and David Dubinsky would 
undoubtedly use them, the principle of a private 
sales tax i, all wrong. It h.-4 no place in oSr sys- 
tem of government. Taxation must be the func- 
tion exclusively of the government. It m,,st not

crash of a transport plane on the 
prairies of Kansas. 


But the sytlein did not die 


with him. It lived on. the most 
popular type of attack for almost 
two dccarlcs. 
Then suddenly, it 


began to lose Its popularity as the 
modern, streak-lined 
version of 


the ancient "T: formation swept 
the gridirons of the nation. 
. Today, only remnants remain 
•of it—even at Notre Dame where 
'it was developed. The succession 
!of coaches to follow Kockne— 
•Hcartly (Hunk) Anderson, Elmer 
•Laydcn, Frank Leahy and Ed Mc- 
Keever used it. But Leahy leaned 
to the "T" with parts of the 
Rockne system mixed in until he 
entered the navy a year ago. Last 
fall, under Ed McKeever, it was 
almost all "T"—with here and 
there a glimpse of the 
Notre 


Dame attack, lor reasons of great- 
er deception. 


Some other coaches still cling 


to it. but not many. Some, like 
Leahy and McKecver. combine it 
with the "T". But generally, the 
Rockne attack has been relegated 
Jo the limbo of the Glenn "Pop" 
Warner system—the double wing- 
back. 


Why? Football experts in gen- 


eral answer the question simply: 
"It was merely n matter, of the 
defense catching up with that sys- 
tem of offense.
